portraying the characters determined to comprise a telephone number in a different 

color than other surrounding characters. 

30. (Currently Amended) A method of setting up a telephone call using a computer 
operating upon an electronic document, comprising; 

selecting a called party telephone number displayed at a location in the electronic 
document; 

based on the selection, retrieving data associated with the location fi-om the electronic 
document, wherein the data comprises the called party telephone number in a format usable 
for setting up a call; [[and]] 

receiying a calling party telephone number- 
storing the calling par ty telephone number in memory within the computer: and 
sending a message containing the retrieved data to a remote device to set up a call 
between the called party telephone number and [[a]] fte calling party telephone number. 
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3 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 30, wherein the electronic document 
comprises an email. 

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 30 wherein the electronic document 
comprises a word processing file. 

33. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 30, wherein the electronic document 
comprises a web page. 

34. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30, wherein the remote device, responsive 
to receipt of the message, signals a telecommunication system to set up a call between the 
called partv telephone number and the calling party telephone number, 

35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 30, wherein characters corresponding to 
the called party telephone number are associated with the location in the electronic document. 

36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the characters are bolded and 
underlined in the electronic document 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the characters are portrayed 
in the electronic document in a different color than other surrounding characters not 
associated with the location in the electronic document
